'Now put 4 inch boards on all sides of 
the bed and cover with tobacco canvas. 
Tack the canvas on one end and one 
side, leaving the other end and side to 
be fastened by placing a hoard on the 
canvas, on the outside of the bed

This is so the canvas can be raised for ! 
weeding and working, which may be ; 
done with a common table fork. Care 
must be taken that the soil does not 
get dry. 

If the weather is warm the seed will 
soon germinate. Remember old seed 
will not grow. . 

When the weather gets over the 
froeting-at-night stage, remove the 
canvas. Celery is quite hardy and can I 
stand some frost, but the plants grow I 
much faster if protected from frost. j 

Keep the plants well watered and j 
well worked, working the ground be-1 
fore watering, when somewhat dry, as I 
the soil must not be worked when wet. 

About the middle of May, or when 
the plants are beginning to get stalky, | 
trim the leaves, leaving an inch or two ' 
of stalk, and transplant to rows one 
foot apart or in one long row next to a 
fence, where it can be watered easily 
it there comes a dry spell. 

One does not need a trench as we 
read of so much. Make the soil deep 
and nch ana set it out on the level 
ground with six or eight inches be¬ 
tween each plant according to the va¬ 
riety. 

Keep it well worked and weU wat¬ 
ered, and about the 1st of August, 
when it is large enough to raise up and 
measure one foot high to the tips of 
the leaves, get some ten inch wide 
boards and place on edge op each side 
of the row, driving stakes on the out¬ 
side to hold the boards in place. This 
is for blanching, and the boards must 
be put up close to the plants, after 
carefully raising the stalks up as 
straight as possible. 

In a short time there will be some 
nicely blanched celery to begin to use. 

When freezing weather comes have 
it pulled and put into the cellar with 
the soil on the roota, packing it upright 
with roots close together, or it may be

In this way celery can be had all winter 
fresh and crisp just for a little work 
that does one so much good. I am one

When a corn field needs 
plowing, it will be ruined in a very 
short time if it has not the needed at¬ 
tention; but a cotton crop can get along 
most anyway for a time, and If It is 
given good care later on, it seems to be 
able to entirely overcome the neglect. 
That is why cottbn is a good crop for 
a lazv. negligent or weak-minded man 
to plant, and accounts largely for Its 
popularity all over the South wher**. 
under former conditions, the depend 
ence for labor was on the negro. Cot¬ 
ton will, however, respond to good 
care and will repay a small expendi¬ 
ture of brains—particularly if you 
have enough of brains not 'to plant too 
much of the pesky stuff. 

The reason that cotton is of»<*n sold 
at less than cost is that It is ral-ed 
by women and children, who get little 
-for their work, and who must put tn 
from twelve to fifteen hours a day a* 
work. The reason that the iron mak¬ 
ers do not sell at less than cost is that 
they have regular hours to work, the 
work is done by men who must be 
paid., and there is an agreement to not 
sell for less than a profitable price. 
The raising of cotton Is a piratical 
business with many, and this style of 
doing things has no regard for human 
rights. • _

Smarket is greater than the demand 
(of the market). This is the supply 
and de nand It is Intended for the 
scaling >rlce to be avail itself of. When 
the dui npers overcrowd the market, 
and prices drop below minimum fig¬ 
ures, Union cotton stays in the ware 
houses.: When the prices go up to tbs 
minimum prices, or above. Union cot¬ 
ton Is bn the market, and the result 
will be.fespertally after September ev¬ 
ery year, that in nearly every case 
Union cotton in the warehouse will 
fetch mjore than the minimum price, 
and whit applies to Union cotton will 
apply tb Union grain in Union ele¬ 
vators, and Union truck in Union cold 
storages. With this system In effect, 
and It surely ought to be put into ef¬ 
fect. the world will look on with ad- 
cith respect for us. The

Now York.—Smokers need no longer 
take to heart the advice of their phy 
siclana to give up the use of tobacco, 
because from statistics just compiled 
by Dr. George L. Meylan, the gym¬ 
nasium director at Columbia univer¬ 
sity, It is shown that the average col¬ 
lege student or Columbia student at 
any rate, who smokes. Is healthier and 
stronger physically than the average 
non-smoker. 

Dr. Meylan began making tests two 
years ago and since that time 
he has examined 687 men, most of 
them freBhjnen. His tests were in¬ 
tended to determine the effect not 
only of tobacco, but also of alcoholic 
beverages bn the average college 

Dr. Meylan believed that the result 
of the tests would bear out the 
results of the work of Dr. 
Seaver of Yale, who found that 
smoking and drinking, as practiced 
at the New Haven university, tended 
to stunt the growth and impair 
the physical fitness of the students. 
But much to his surprise Dr. Meylan 
found that Columbia men thrive on 
tobacco—and may be alcoholic bev 
eragea, too—and that their genera! 
physical condition, which takes into 
account their height, weight. lung ca¬ 
pacity, and the total strength, is rela¬ 
tively greater than that of the students 
who do not smoke.

Free¬ 
dom from this “dead body” of sin, 
as Paul called it, is the most difficult 
resurrection; but Christ accomplishes 
even this. He comes into our soul, and 
sin must flee. “ ‘Christ in you is the 
hope of glory.’
